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Hope For Addicts 
WF there is one fault In 
Government's new plan to 
establish ao special institu- 
tion for drug addicts, it is 
that it is-to be administered 
exclusively by the Prisons 
Department, whon it ought 
to bo an inatiLution coming 
under either the Health or 
Social Services Department 
~—or perhapa all three, Tor 
essentially it should be in 
addition to a place’ where a 
convicted man is imprisoned, 
n hospital and a centre ot 
reform and rehabilitation. 

We sald recently convicted 
addicts could not bo proper- 
ly treated during ao short 
prison term and many are 
short-termers. Tho need ix 
to detain them “at Her 
Majesty's pleasure” —_ since 
they are a menace to them- 
selves und the community 
and constitute our biggest 
social problem. 

But by urging unspecified 
detention, we do not suggest 
that an addict is nu more 
reaponsible for his crime 
than tho insane (though 
there ig no reason why he 
should not be treated in a 
aimilar way), 
convicted addict should e¢s- 
cape punishment (for he 
will in fact serve his sen- 
tence ot the Institution). 
The valuo of unlimited 
detention, followed if neces- 
sary by “local exile” in 
remote Lantao or elsewhere 
ig that the addict may be 
‘kept away from _ society 

_ until he {s fit to return to 
it and fortified physically 
and morally to resist this 
terriblo temptation when he 
ngain encounters it.
